Serious damage could result 
to our system if, the effect, 
anonymous presidential electors 
could cast their votes against a 
candidate chosen by the citizens 
of their state.

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As Whip, Kennedy to Push 
His Pet Ideas of Reform

WASHINGTON (NEA I 
Like his late brother, Robert F. Kennedy, Sen. Edward 
M. (Ted) Kennedy of Massachusetts does not believe you 
can plan well for the presidency or anything else four 
years in advance 
His victory as Democratic whip has to 
be seen in that light 
He knows, of course, that anything he does is going to be 
judged in term s of a possible presidential bid in 1972 or 
1976. There is nothing he can do about it 
Naturally enough, he thinks about running some day. 
But his decision to challenge Sen. Russell Long for the 
whip’s job was based on more immediate concerns 
Shortly after the 1968 election. Kennedy privately indi­ 
cated that he did not want to adopt any course that would 
take him away from Washington either frequently or for 
long periods. 
Though the critical words were not really spoken, it was 
plain that he feels it a necessity to serve as a kind of 
father-uncle to the 11 children of his brother’s brood at 
Hickory Hill in Virginia 
But there is more to It. Though he happily labored for 
his brothers in their presidential cam paigns and is tightly 
tied into the Kennedy family tradition, a strong streak of 
independence runs in Ted Kennedy. 
Unquestionably his name was his chief support in win­ 
ning election as senator in 1962 
Yet from the outset of his 
tenure, he has performed uniquely among the Kennedys. 
Everybody knows now that he em braced the Senate 
more warmly than did either President Kennedy or his 
brother Robert. 
Inevitably, he drew a w arm er response 
from his colleagues, and this stood him in good stead in the 
vote test with Long. 
But, aside from liking the Senate more, Ted is a quite 
different politician from either of his brothers 
He has a 
much greater gift for the small talk which is the lubricant 
of daily political relationships 
Given all this it enables him to break what had become 
a standard Kennedy pattern of using the Senate merely as 
a convenient base and going outside it to build national 
stature 
Kenned> sees the Congress as the Democrats’ only show­ 
case between now and 1970 at least—and hence as the place 
to perform constructively, to introduce sensible reform, to 
iniuse the party with new ideas and energies. 
Being a forceful young man, he will have many oppor­ 
tunities to imprint his notions of reform, reconstruction and 
useful action on his receptive superior. Senate majority

Therein lies the final key to the appeal of the whip's job 
for Kennedy

PRIORITIES FOR NIXON 
Each voter in our land would have a different set of 
priorities to urge upon the new administration. But surely 
one priority which would appear on every* list is the 
business of reforming and modernizing the Post Office 
Department. What happened to postal service in this 
country during the last three months of 1968 was 
nothing less than a national disgrace. Each reader of these 
lines will know of one or more eases of horrendous and 
intolerable service. 
The crisis - and it is a crisis, now * is not a new 
development. The breakdown has been in process for 
years. Mr. LawTence O’Brien, then postmaster general,

The 
Commission projected that operating costs could be 
reduced at least 20 percent in the span of a few years. 
If you ask why President Johnson filed the report and 
failed to press for action by the Congress, you need 
inquire no further than Ins party’s leadership on Capitol 
Hill. Payroll jiatronage is the team spirit of partisan! 
politics, and the Democrat party was anxious to implant 
every possible j>ostmaster just in case the opposition 
should win the White House.

FILM R ATING SYSTEM 
Since there has been considerable gnashing of teeth 
over the sex pot type of movies along with a heavy dose 
of violence, we read with interest where novelist John 
Michener endorses the new motion - picture classification 
system as a fine alternative to censorship. 
Writing in the January Reader’s Digest, Michener says 
that 
the 
system, 
based 
on 
self discipline 
among 
movie-makers and theater owners, was necessary to avoid 
government censorship. He says that the increasing flood 
of films exploiting sex and violence made it pretty 
obvious that such censorship would have to come if the 
movie industry did not discipline itself. 
Under the new system, which went into effect 
November 1, films produced in the United States or 
imported from abroad are classified under one of four 
h eading: ((») 
Suggested for general audiences; (M) 
Suggested 
for general audiences; (M) Suggested for 
mature audiences (children may attend but parental 
discretion is advised); (R) Restricted. Persons under 16 
may not be admitted unless accompanied by an adult; 
and (X) Persons under 16 not admitted under any 
circumstances. 
Michener rtqiorts that all major movie-house chains 
except one have agreed to observe the system. While the 
system is not foolproof, for example, a tall 15 - year * old 
boy could convince a theater manager that he is over 16 -- 
still, it solves more problems than it creates. 
“ Hollywood ought to Ik* making the finest, most 
mature films it can,” says Michener. “ If a film is 
unsuitable for children, don’t kill the film - keep the kids 
out. This can Ivst Ik* done by labeling it.”

As Whip, Kennedy to Push 
His Pet Ideas of Reform

W ASH IN G TO N < N E A ) 
Like his late brother, Robert F. Kennedy, Sen Edward 
M. (Ted) Kennedy of Massachusetts does not believe you 
can plan well for the presidency or anything else four 
years in advance 
His victory as Democratic whip has to 
be seen in that light 
He knows, of course, that anything he does is going to be 
judged in terms of a possible presidential bid in 1972 or 
1976 
There is nothing he can do about it 
Naturally enough, he thinks about running some day 
But his decision to challenge Sen 
Russell Ixmg for the 
whip’s job was based on more immediate concerns 
Shortly after the 196« election. Kennedy privately indi­ 
cated that he did not want to adopt any course that would 
take him away from Washington either frequently or for 
long periods. 
Though the critical words were not really spoken, it was 
plain that he feels it a necessity to serve as a kind of 
father-uncle to the 11 children of his brother’s brood at 
Hickory Hill in Virginia 
But there is more to it. Though he happily labored for 
his brothers in their presidential campaigns and is tighth 
tied into the Kennedy family tradition, a strong streak of 
independence runs in Ted Kennedy. 
Unquestionably his name was his chief support in win­ 
ning election as senator in 1962 
Yet from the outset of his 
tenure, he has performed uniquely among the Kennedys 
Everybody knows now that he embraced the Senate 
more warmly than did either President Kennedy or his 
brother Robert. 
Inevitably, he drew a warmer response 
from his colleagues, and this stood him in good stead in the 
vote test with Long 
But. aside from liking the Senate more. Ted is a quite 
different politician from either of his brothers 
He has a 
much greater gift for the small talk which is the lubricant 
of daily political relationships. 
Given all this it enables him to break what had become 
a standard Kennedy pattern of using the Senate merely as 
a convenient base and going outside it to build national 
stature 
Kenneth sees the Congress as the Democrats’ only show­ 
case between now and 1970 at least—and hence as the place 
to perform constructively, to introduce sensible reform, to 
intuse the party with new ideas and energies. 
Being a forceful young man. he will have many oppor­ 
tunities to imprint his notions of reform, reconstruction and 
useful action on his receptive superior. Senate majority 
leader Mike Mansfield. The latter may give him especial­ 
ly wide running room in the domestic field 
Therein lies the final key to the appeal of the whip's job 
for Kennedy. 
It gives him freedom to roam the whole 
spectrum of issues with a minimum of extra speculation 
that this venturesome approach proves conclusively he is
